The energetic spfrit of the people, 
the picturesque location on the shore 
of the ocean, and the fertility of the 
adjacent valleys, all constitute reasons 
enough to satisfy the most curious. 
Nor are these features all, for its rail- 
road facilities are such as to be of 
great effect in the upbuilding of a 
splendid town. Here runs the main 
short line from Los Angeles to San 
Diego. Here branches off the San 
Bernardino and San Diego railroad, 
and lastly here is the terminus of the 
Escondido and Oceanside Railroad, 
that opens up and brings to its ware- 
houses the grain of one of the most fer-. 
tile valleys in the State. 

The place is supplied with splendid 
bathing facilities, and has three hotels, 
three restaurants, three grocery stores, 
two general stores, two dry-goods 
stores, one drug store, two bakeries, 
two hardware stores, two blacksmith 
shops, one harness shop, one furniture 
store, two livery stables, one Jumber- 
yard, two brick yards, one wood and 
coal yard, five real-estate firms, two 
banks, three physicians, two lawyers, 
two nurseries and the usual comple- 
ment of meat markets, barber shops. 
“exchanges” and cigarstands. A wharf 
is also being built out to deep water, 
which is nearly completed, and will 
soon put the place in immediate com- 
munication with the heaviest of ocean 
traflic. To assist in forming an idea of 
the general appearance of the town, 
give the cost of a few buildings: South 
Pacific Hotel, $45,000; Oceanside Bank, 
$23,000; public school, $3000; residence 
of D. H. Horn, $8000; residence of 
A. J. Meyers, $10,000. Such is the 
cost of a few buildings picked 
out atrandom. A company has just 
been formed, with a capital of $5,000,- 
000, to flume the water, of the San Luis 
Rey River from Smith Mountain to 
Oceanside, a distance of 40 miles. 
Two miles south are also located the 
celebrated Carlsbad mineral springs. 
Such are some of the prominent 
features of Oceanside; but probably 
nothing has contibuted more to the 
general prosperity of the place than 
the bank of Oceanside. This bank has 
a paid up capital of $50,000, is an ele- 
gant building and Col. D. H. Horne is 

resident, which means more for the 

ank and the interests of Oceanside 
than any other words I could say. 

Among the principal business men 
are: Frank Woodruff, D. Jacob. mer- 
chant; Mayrbofer & Roehl, F. M. 
Kellpand J.-L. Nugent, With busi- 
ness merr such as theseat the helm.and

70,000 IN LINE: 


PREPARING FOR THE GRAND 
_ PARADE AT COLUMBUS. 


Sketch of the Line of March and 
Method of Formation in Divt- 
sions—the Commanders—The Old 
Flags from the Flagroom. 


The preparations making for the 
Grand Army parade at Columbus are 
on a scale so extensive, methodical and 
complete as to make it certain that the 
demonstration will be the most impos- 
ing in the history of the order. 

On the 20th inst. the Committee of 
the General Council, to which had been 
referred the report of the Committee 
on Parade, met and adopted the re- 
port. Following are the essential 


features of the very interesting docu- 
ment: 


The camp roster and the assignments 
in buildings about the city, together 
with those coming from adjoining 
counties, who will not have lodging in 
the city, indicate that there will be 
about 70,000 for the parade, to which 
number we can add 2000 te 4000 Sons 
of Veterans. Provision is made for 
the organization of this large body of 
men into 18 divisions of 4000 each. 
These divisions will be massed on the 
streets running at right angles to and 
north of Broad and generally south of 
Long street. A few divisions are to 
be massed in vacant shaded iots near 
Twentieth, Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second streets. In massing the right 
will rest on Broad and Twenty-second 
streets, and the left on Jefferson near 
Mt. Vernon ave. Great care has been 
taken to locate the divisions where the 
men will be at least partially shaded ,and 
generally where there are clean pave- 
ments or grass to rest es 

The head of column of first djvision 
will start from Twenty-second and 
Broad streets. The divisions will fall 
into line in their numerical order, 
moving directly onto Broad street from 
the cross streets where massed. Under 
this rule the full column will not be 
east of Jefferson avenue. 

The line of march will be west on 
Broad to Third, south on Third to 
State, west on State to High, south on 
High to Fulton, countermarch north on 
High to Naghten, countermarch south 
on High to Broad, east on Broad to 
Third, dismissing the parade north of 
Broad on Third, Fourth, Gay and 
Long streets. 

The reviewing stand will be on the 
south side of Broad, east of the north 
gate to Capitol Square. This location 
is practically at the end or the march. 
The entire distance over which the 
whole column will move, including the 
countermarches, equals but 2 62-100 
miles, the right of the column march- 
ing less than 3¢ miles. The column, if 
all marching at one time, will be about 
10 miles in length. The column will be 
about four hours in passing the review- 
ing stand. 


Col. A. G. Patton, Chairman of the 
eneral Council, will be commander ¢ 
the parade.» He will appoint-the 

division commanders. .. . 

The order of march will be: First, 
platoon of mounted police; second, 
commander of parade and staff; third 
commander-in-chief, staff and escort of 
G.A.R.; fourth, commander of Depart- 
ment of Ohio and staff; fifth, com- 
mander first division and staff; sixth, 
brass band; seventh, head of column, 
first division, with McCoy Post, this 
city, leading; eighth, other divisions, 
following in their numerical order, each 
preceded by division general and staff, 
and also by department commanders 
and staff when such are present. When 
there are several departments in one 
division, the commanders, with staff, 
will march at the head of their re- 
departments. — ‘ 

he men will maich in plantoons' of 
12 each, and at the distance of eight 
feet from front of one line to front of 
preceding line. The staff, when in 
column, will march open rants, four 
abreast, with eight feet between sec- 
tions. 

The commander-in-chief’sescort will 
march insuch order as shall be pre- 
anced by the commander’s chief of 
staff. 


The Old Flag Guard, the crippled 
soldiers’ organization, the naval squad- 
ron (under command of a commodore), 
the Mexican veterans and the Andrews 
raiders will constitute the left division 
of the Department of Ohio, which 
brings them about the center of the 
parade column. 

The flags in the relic-room of the 
Statehouse will be carried in the pa- 
rade until the reviewing stand is 
reached and then placed in a position 
where all the veterans can see them as 
they march by. It will be 
to many a soldier to see 
mental flag again.

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. 


Some Points About the Ancient 

SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, Aug. 21.— 
[Correspondence of THE I am 
now in one of the oldest towns in the 
State. The first object that strikes the 
attention as you enter the place is the 
old mission. The immense structure 
is now mostly in ruins, and the 
mammoth old church completely so. 
The first service held here was on the 
Ist of November, 1776, but the build- 
ing was not wholly finished until 1800. 
Great rejoicing attended the comple- 
tion, but, alas! a dark fate awaited it, 
and already the Angel of Death was 
spreading its broad black wings above 
it. Twelve years later the mission was 
destroyed by an earthquake, and sey- 
enty-five of the inmates killed. The 
mission is in the shape of a great quad- 
rangle, forming a court in the center 
and covering five or six acres, First 
came the great church, then about 
half way up the sides started the walls 
that formed the building of the mis- 
sion that takes in the great square. 
Portholes appear every little ways in the 
walls through whieh the inmates could 
defend themselves against attacks of 
The church being 
much higher than the walls that form 
the rest of the structure, during the 
earthquake, fell, while the rest re- 
mained standing, and did service many 
years after. Indeed, some of the 
rooms are doing service yet. But the 
hand of time bas marred it all, and a 
gloomy wreck is all that now remains 
of the once vast and handsome pile. 
Mr. M. A. Forster, a nephew of Gov. 
Pico, resides here, and it was through 
his kindness I got many points of in- 
terest. Even as far back as 1852, the 
mission was practically deserted, and 
the great square used as a cattle corral. 
The is almost entirely 
native and the predominating lan- 
guage Spanish. The town contains 
two stores, two hotels and several ex- 
changes, but no lawyer and no doctor. 
The elevation is 250 feet, and the mean 
temperature 65°. The location is very 
romantic, in a beautiful valley, with a 
view of the ocean three miles distant 
to the west, and the mountains 13 
miles to the east, wkere are located the 
San Juan Hot Springs. The water of 
these springs is said to be very hot and 
to contaiy all the curative elements 
common to such sprin I said there 
was no lawyer in the place; there 
is a man that acts as such, and he is 
also the postmaster, the agent of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., hotel-keeper, general 
merchant, real estate and insurance 
agent, liveryman, and considerable of 
afarmer. I refer to M. Mendleson. 
On my arrival at the house the family 
had had an experience that excited 
them so that they could hardly talk. I 
mention it as a warning more than for 
any other reason. Eight of them were 
about to cross the track with a team at 
a curve, when round came an engine 
without a moment’s warning and al- 
most struck the horses, they saving 
themselves and team by backing. It 
seems that the whistle should be blown 
at such places, and thatthere was 
carelessness somewhere. 

‘Mr. Mendleson has been 16 years in 
the place, and has accumulated much 
of this world’s goods. His hotel is well 
furnished, and he has much valuable 
property in the shape of vineyards and 
walnut orchards. He is a thorough 
business man, and says he will sell 
ggg from town lots up, at reason- 
able rates, and invites everyone to 
come to San Juan Capistrano. 

There ure many peeney places in the 
valley, among which are those of J. W. 
Bonebreak and W. B. Hayden, and the 
a gapped of the soil seems to be gen- 
eral and equal to any crop or product.

A QUESTION OF INFERIOR FRUIT 
AND OVERPRODUCTION. 


Talks to Farmers—Domesticating 
the Wild Berrics of the State— 
Weed—Negro Labor for Ur- 

_Chards—Butter Making—Notes. 


Southern California horticultgrists 
are much troubled by the depredations 
of birds among their orchards. An 
exchange says that pans of water 
placed in’ orchards and berry patches 
will keep birds from eating the fruit. 
An English naturalist claims that the 
reeson birds eat cherries and straw- 
berries is because, in the blazing heat, 
they. gét dreadfully thirsty. If the 

’ birds can easily get at water they soon 
leave off taking the fruit. The remedy 
6 a simple one, and worth trying. 

Crowding immigration is pressing 
forward to the occupation of every sec- 
sion of Government arable land in the 
far West, and soon the great inland 
arid regions, once considered a hope- 
less desert, will command the attention 
of the agriculturist. The region of 
light rainfall covers nearly one-third 
of the total area of the United States. 
lt is gratifying to aote in this connec- 

_ tion that Congress will probably appro- 
priate $250,000 this year for the purpose 
of investigating the extent to which 
this arid region ean be redeemed by 
irrigation. The work will be under 
the supervision of the director of the 
Geological Survey. 

The greater part of the progress made 
nm agriculture the past 50 years has not 
been in methods of farming themselves 
but rather in better tools and machin- 
ery for doing particular things. Some- 
thing has been done to increase the 
fertility of soil, but it is not in propor- 
tion to the increase of crop acreage 
that has tended to reduce fertility. 

‘Plainly stated, this means that the 
average of farmers, while they have an 
easier time than their forefathers, man- 
age to do this by steadily wasting what 
ought to be considered the most valu- 
able part of their capital. 


Butter-making. 


| Dairyman.] 

It is not known whether concussion 
or friction, or both, cause the separa- 
tion of the butter from the buttermilk 
in churning; but we suspect that con- 
cussion is the real agent that produces 
the separation, as we have really seen 

‘no churn that did not in some way pro- 
duce more or less concussion. All the 
churns we have seen used appeared to 

uce good results, and we find every 
airyman is satisfied with the work of 
the churn he uses, whatever the kind, 
style or patent. We cannot, therefore, 
recommend any style of churn as su- 
perior to another, but we prefer the 
simple and less expensive forms, as not 
only costing less, put being easier to 
keep clean. The churning should be 
steady, and not violent. A too rapid 
Or sudden separation of the butter 
from buttermilk is not desirable. It is 
no recommendation for a churn that it 
churns quick. Such a churn is apt to 
injure the so-called grain of the butter, 


is little trouble in raising this 
valuable vegetable if a little care is 
exercised in getting the seed bed prop- 
erly planted. The first thing of im- 
portance is preparing arich bed for the 
seed with a top sol that will not bake. 
The next important thing is to plant 
the seed in small enough quantities to 
avoid too great crowding of the plants. 
The plants do much better if not too 
crowded in the sow. Mixa half tea- 
spoonful of seed in a teacupful of fine 
sand, distributing the seed as thor- 
oughly as possible through all of the 
sand. Moisten the sanded seed with 
warm water and let stand 12 hours, 
plant in rows eight inches apart, by 
evenly sowing this seeded sand in rows 
10 inches a 
lightly, firming the soil well with a 
poard. Some do not cover this seeded 
sand at all, simply board over 
the seed rows and walking over it. 
This seed-bed must be well sprinkled 
every evening. 1 havea pail of water 
standing in the sun during the day, 
thus having the water warm. A little 
brush or other shade should be placed 
over the bed till the plants are out of 
the ground a week. With these pre- 
cautions carefully attended to success 
will reward the celery-grower. 

Nectarines, prunes and peaches will 
be ready to can and “4 this month. 
Don’t allow any fruit to go to waste. 
My best dried peaches brought me 15 
cents a — last season. Put the cut 
halves into the sulphuring box as soon 
as possible after they are cut, and sul- 
phur one hour. In visiting apricot- 
drying grounds this season I find a 
good many sulphuring boxes that are 
not nearly tight enough to hold the 
sulphurous gus arising from the burn- 
ing sulphur. fo get the best results 
these boxes or houses’ must be well 
made of matched boards and no crack 
left for the escape of the gas. The 
sooner the fruit is sulphured after be- 
ing cut the brighter it willbe. Iam 
satisfied from my own experience and 
that of some others that peach-drying 
in Southern California may be made a 
very profitable industry. Fashion pre- 
fers an unsulphured prune, and 1 be- 
lieve the time is coming when it will 
prefer an unsuipbured dried fruit of 
any kind, J also believe that canned or 
rather glassed prunes will increase in 
os tere favor till it will become the 

eaviest trade of canned fruits of any 
kind. The rival of the prune for pre- 
serving in glass is the nectaiine. Put 
up with the pits in, it makes one of the 
choicest delicacies. Those having ripe 
figs this month should pickle, can or 
dry them, Directions for putting them 
up will be found in anotber place. For 
drying the fig should be carefully 
picked, lightly sulphured and placed 
on trays with the eye of the fig upper- 
most. They ehould be covered at night 
to protect them from ponte. Each 
day they should be t by hand till 
half dried, when an empty tray may 
be placed on top of the full one, and 
the trayfull be instantly turned like 
raisins. After being sufficiently dried, 
they should be immersed a few sec- 
onds in boiling sea water, and again 
ep on trays to dry, which will Aake 

ut ashort time. They are now ready 
to pack and ship. Only 
Smyrna and White Adriatic are worthy 
ot cultivation. I hope the time is not 
far distant when some one will be 
public-spirited enough to tell our read- 
ers how to home crystallize this and 
other fruit. 

I trust all rural readers of our paper 
have a patch of melons this warm 
weather. There is no fruit more health- 
ful for het weather than melons. This

Just before this, when the 
first signs of the separation of the but- 
ter are seen, the sides of the churn are 
washed down with cold water usually 
below 60 degrees, or about 55 degrees— 
to not only prevent waste, but to hard- 
en the butter and make it easier to 
bandle. When the granules are the 


size of wheat kernels the buttermilk is 


drawn off, or the butter taken out of 
the buttermilk, as the case may be. 
If the butter is left in the churn water 
is red in to float the butter, which 
is then gently agitated a moment, and 
the water drawn off ‘This operation is 
repeated until the water runs clear. 
Sometimes one of the washings is in 
brine, which coagulates the caseine 
into a soluble form and prepares it to 
be washed out afterward. In this way 
it is believed that purer, longer keeping 
butter can be made. In some cases, 
however, butter-makers have customers 
who want a buttermilk flavor in the 
butter. They, therefore, do not wash 
the butter, or wash it very little. Such 
butter must be consumed at once, as 
it will not keep. By this method of 
retaining the butter in a granulated 
form only sufficient working is required 
to evenly work in the salt. The less 
working the better. 

The salt, after the butter is proper! 
drained, can be carefully mixed wit 
the butter by Sigg When thor- 
oughly incorporated, a pressing 
the butter together in a solid mass is 


all that is needed. If one does not| bi 


want butter very salty to the taste, it 
can be evenly and nicely salted 
completely wetting it with satura 
brine, then carefully pressing the gran- 
ulated butter together and leaving in it 
as much of the strong brine as will re- 
main. We have seen butter salted in 
this way, and it was very evenly and 
compeletely salted, having in it no un- 
dissolved grains of salt, but it was not 
as salt to the taste as some like. About 
we ounce to the pound is good salting, 
ut more or less salt must be used to 
puit the taste of customers. None but 
réfined salt should be put into butter. 
The principal office of the salt in butter 
is to impart an agreeable flavor in con- 
ection with the natural aroma of fine 
utter, but it isa fact that too much 
salt injures flavor, and it may to 
some extent be used to cover upor neu- 
tralize bad flavors. We do not recom- 
mend its use for this latter purpose, 
referting that the natural flavor of

lantiog wild raspberries on premises, 

as been widely copied in the different 
papers of this State, and is exciting the 
curiosity of horticulturists in general. 
His ideas in this connectivn are likel 
to foreshadow a movement that wi 
prove of great benefit to fruit-growers. 
A gentleman who lives in Marysville 
wrote to Mr. Marshall, desiring infor- 
mation with regard to time of planting, 
mede of cultivation, etc., all of whic 
Mr. Marshall kindly answered. He 
proposes to try wild raspberries next 
season. It is a well-settled fact that 
our native raspberries, strawberries 
blackberries and whortieberries are of 
far better flavor than the imported or 
tame berries of the same name, and, 
knowing this to be a fact, it is 
very strange that people have 
not endeavored to pro my them ex- 
tensively. ‘The writer is famiiiar with 
the growing places of all the above- 
named berries. About 50 miles west 
of Willows, on the Coast Range Moun- 
tains, is a wild raspberry patch of 
about 50 or 60 acres; these bushes can 
also be obtained from Snow Mountain. 
On the summit of any of our large 
mountains can be found the wild straw- 
berry. As it isa question whether they 
can be grown in the valley, it would be 
well for some person to test their 
adaptability to valley soil. The wild 
ackberry grows in abundance along 
theriversand watercourses of our State, 
and would probably thrive well on the 
plains if properly cultivated and irri- 
gated he whortleberry (or huckle- 
weit very plentiful along the coast, 
near Mendocino City. They have been 
tested in the valley, but the experi- 
menters have come to the conclusion 
that they require the fogs and sea 
breezes to make them w and ma- 
ture properly. In this same lo- 
cality can be found the high-bush 
cranberry, a very delicious, transpar- 
ent fruit, but in other respects resem- 
bles the ordinary swamp cranberry. 
We would advise our orchardists to 
plant these trees very extensively as 
they grow to a good height and resem- 
ble the olive tree. The wild goose- 
berry, plum, cherry and hazel nut are 
also found along the coast and should 
be tried. The wild grape will grow 
sm sr in the valley lands, and can 
trained to make a finearbor. This 
grape makes a very fine wine and ex- 
cellent Mr, Marshall proposes to 
obtain a large number of wild dew- 
berry vines from Ohio this fall and ex- 
riment with them. Why not gather 
he wild vines and berry bushes from 
our mountains and r®vers and improve 
upon their growth by skillful attention 
and cultivation, and advertise the re- 
sult of your experience with each.

The basis of all the 
trouble in this direction lies only in the 
overglutted markets teeming with in- 
ferior fruit. Overproduction of infe- 
rior fruit is the evil which exists, = 
the only one Ore the ground o 
overproduction. Within reach of New 
York and Boston, two of the 
markets for the absorption of fruits, 
hundreds of men are making money in 
fruit raising, and they have ho diffi- 
culty in obtaining the highest prices for 
their products. his result simply 
because the fruit these men raise 1s 
number one in size and appearance, is 
carefully and attractively packed and 
shipped, and may be relied upon, every 

ackage of it, as being as d at the 
bottom of the box or barrel as at the 


top.

A common suit of clothes costs in 
England 380 shillings, or $7.50. The 
cost here is the same. In England 
common boots cost 6s. ($1.50), and fair 
ones 10s. ($2.50). Here the price is $1.25 
for well-made brogans, and $2.50 for 
fair boots. A cheap cotton towel in 
this tax-ridden land costs less here 
than in England. American farming 
implements of all kinds are exported 
and sold in competition with English. 
American cutlery is imported by and 
sold in England. Blankets vary 
in cost here from $1.50 to 
price in 
England is practically the same. 
The Government, in a recent purchase 


of blankets made abroad, discovered 
that the difference in the price was’ 


only 30 centsa pair. A calico dress 


can be bought in this country as low as 


6 cents a yard, a sum equivalent to the 
duty. All staple cotton goods are 
cheaper here than in England. A 
stuff dress can be bought here as low 
as 10 cents, and the duty is 17 cents. 
Chloroform is subject to a duty of 50 
cents a pound. The domestic article 
is selling in this country for 35 cents a 
pound. You can buy better and more 
artistic carpets in America for 624 
a per yard than you can in Eng- 
and. 

The above are striking figures. In 
view of them, what becomes of the 
free-traders’ arguments about the op- 
pression of the American laboring man 
under a protective tariff ?

A BIL OF HISLfORY 


Recalled by the Presence of Laura 
D. Fair's Daughter. 

One bright morning in the fall of 1869 4 
terrible tragedy occurred on the old Oak- 
land ferry-boat El Capitan, on the bay near 
Goat Island, between San Francisco and 
Oakland. A tall, handsome woman was 
noticed walking excitedly up and down thé 
decks of the steamer, and as she passed 
each group of gentlemen she scanned their 
faces closely. Finally, she stopped suds 
denly in front of a portly, well-dressed gen- 
tieman. He was muffled up to the eyes 
with a great coat and numerous wraps, 
and for a second or two the woman 
seemed to hesitate, but when he 
turned his eyes toward her, she became @ 
shade or two paler and with the yore of 
a cat she thrust a white, jeweled hand into 
her silk dra 


ries, and the steel of a minia- 
ture pistol 


ashed in the chilly sunshine. 
It was placed within an inch or two of the 
man’s breast, when its sharp report rang 
out on the air. The portly gentleman 
rolled from the wooden bench on which he 
was seated, to the deck and groaned in ag- 
ony, but he spoke no word. The woman 
who had committed the deed quietly folded 
her arms on ber heaving breast, and like a 
queen she gazéd in majestic fury on the 
bieeding form at her feet. Her 
and she hissed through her clenc teeth : 
“A. P. Crittenden, your baseness has found 
you out at last. You lived but to deceive 
contiding women, and [have killed you 
that my sex may be benefifed. For myself, 
I care not what happens.” 

In a few seconds after the fatal shot. was 
fired several hundred people had gathered 
around the wounded man, and he was taken 
into the cabin, when medical a. was 
called, but all to no effect. for the woman’s 
bullet had penetrated his heart, and no 
earthly skill could save him. The woman 
who had been taken into custody, smiled, 
—_— when told that her victim could rot 


ve. 

When the ferry-boat landed the news of 
the shooting spread like wildfire, for A. P. 
Crittenden wasone of the best-known law- 
yers inthe State at that — and the 
woman who killed him was known 
Laura D. Fair. Mrs. Fair wasa beauti 
New Orleaas woman, who had followed her 
husband to California. She settledin Vir 
ginia City, where she made a big reputation 
and was considered the most lovely woman 
on the ceast. 

She met Crittenden, who fell desperately 
in love with her. Both were wealthy, 
highly educ ted and the leaders of fashion. 
Their courtship lasted through some months 
and would have reached a successful termi- 
nation had it not been that Grittenden was 
already married. He kept this a profound 
secret, however, and Mrs, Fair knew noth-, 
ing about it until a few days before the 
shooting. When she learned that she had 
been deceived her wrath knew no bound 
and she sought her false lover. He h 
just met his family, who arrived on the 
overland train from the East, when the 
woman he had deceived sought him out and 
put an end to his earthly career. 

Mrs. Fair was taken to the San Francisca 
prison, where she remained in close con- 
finement for months. The papers were full 
of the case, and the poor woman gained the 
ee gm otf every manly heart on the

When her case came to trial the ablest at- 
torneys in San Francisco were arrayed on 
both sides. After a great deal of trouble 
jury was finally secured, and the taking o 
testimony was begun.

After the trial the broken-hearted 
mother devoted her whole time to the edu« 
cation of the little one. promise 
of tag even more beau than her 
mother.

A Dealt in Haisins. 
[Riverside Press. 

Boyd & De Vine today purchased of 
8. E. Evans his raisin crop, comprising 
105 acres, for the round sum of $10,000 
on the vines. This is about $100 per 
acre. We underatand from Mr. Evans 
that it has cost about $25 per acre, per 

ear, for water, care and cultivation, 
eaving $75 net per acre. This price 
was based somewhat BO the yield the 
past two years, which been some- 
thing over 8000 boxes. 

The crop this year is very fine in 
quantity and quality, and at least from 
25 to 50 per cent. larger than before. 
Mr. Evans says that after examining 
his vineyards thoroughly, and finding 
the ae pe were paying $17.50 per ton 
for small ranches, and wishing tu avoid 
the trouble and annoyance attending 
the picking, curing and packing, he 
made up his mind that he would sell 
his crop for $10,000, and if no pur- 
chaser took him at this price he would 
sell at the best offer per ton on the 
vine. He submitted this proposal to 
the several buyers, and receiyed bids at 
irom $18 to $20 per ton on vines. Boyd 
& De-Vine closed at the above price for 
the lot. 

Thus it will be seen that experience 

ves a criterion for estimates of pro- 

uction so as to bring buyer and 
producer ther. Mr. Evans says 


that the fruit merchant should 
handle the gra from the time 
they are picked, so as to insure 


proper curing, assorting and packing. 
There is quite a quantity of land yet in 
Riverside which can be purchased at 
$250 per acre, with the best water-right 
in Southern California, which in five 
vears can be made to produce equal to 
this deal of Mr. Evans.

A Singular Funerai—“‘trange Ke- 
quest of a Strange Man. 
| National City Record | 

One of the most remarkable, pecu- 
liar and weird burials recorded in his- 
tory occurred in National City last 
Sunday evening. No precedent for it 
can be found anywhere. Mention was 
made last week of the iliness of Mr. 
A. J. Palmer, an old man whose taci- 
turnity and dislike for the world in gen- 
eral and women in particular, had often 
been the subject off remark. He 
was an odd genius at all times, and 
during many visits to the Record office 
he never spoke of himself or his affairs. 
Shortly after the issue of last week’s 
Record the old man died, leaving 
nearly all his property to the American 
Baptist Union. The Baptist Church 
of this city did not receive one penny. 
The extent of the béquest is not 
known, but the sum will probably 
reach between $1000 and $2000. Just 
before he died, and when he knew his 
end was nigh, he expressed a wish to 
be buried at sea. He made his friends 

romise that his remains would be sunk 

neath the waves of the Pacific. His 
wishes were carried out to the letter. 
He was placed in a strong coflin, 
weighted at the foot with 300 
unds of iron, and Sunday even- 
ing the body was conveyed to the 
wharf, where the steamer Roseville 
was waiting. The Rev. J. F. Childs de- 
livered a pathetic funeral sermon that 
deeply affected the seventy-five persons 
who had gathered in the twilight to wit- 
ness the strange sight. The coffin was 
then placed on the steamer and ten per- 
sons were taken aboard to take part in 
the strange burial. Five miles from 
Point Loma, by the light of the 
bright moon, the last words of the 
divine were uttered over the dead, 
and the coffin glided easily into 
the water. which closed over all that 
was mortal of astrange man. It was 
a weird scene, calculated to impress 
itself deeply upon the minds of all who 
witnessed it. The burial has no known 
parallei, and will receive attention all 
over the world. Domestic troubles, 
which will not be pried into, made Mr. 
Palmer a morose man, and deprived 
him of his faith in human nature. 

The reason for Mr. Palmer’s request 
to be buried at sea is supposed te be 
as follows: He was named after Dr. 
A. Judson, the celebrated pionser Bap- 
tist missionary to India, who died at 
sea, aud was buried beneath the waves. 
He had great admiration for his name- 
sake, and many years ago began giv- 
ing money to the foreign mission. It 
is presumed that he also wanted to 
be buried in the great ocean, with the 
great missionary.

i, tters from the Young Folks—They. 


Search for Dead Indians—The 
Lovely Buttercups — Strawberry 
Time—Maying—ihe Sweet Spring 
Days. 


I am very fond of California, and 
should never be contented to make a 
home -anywhere else. But still I re- 
member the beautiful spring days in 
the East when the snow had disap- 
peared from the hills and valleys, and 
we heard the first songs of the birds 
among the trees, and watched for the 
first green blades of grass as they 


‘thrust themselves up through the damp 


ground. On the Istof Muay we used 
to “go a Maying,” and, _ if 
the last days of April had 
been warm and pleasant, we were 
sure to find the beautiful and fragrant 
with its white petals 
uly flushed with pink, and smell- 
ing as sweet as a rose. It is very 
leasant to watch the snow melt from 
nae 3 to day, and tosee the green patches 
brighten the ground, until at length all 
the earth is green, and the little 
brooks are full of water and pour out 
such a sound of music that the air is 
filled with their melody. 

As the spring days passed other flow- 
ers would spring up in the woods. 
There was the sweetbriar rose, with its 
delightful fragrance and velvety pink 
leaves; and the little blue-eyed violets 
that grow wild in the woods, and the 
thousands of yellow dandelions that 
looked like stars amid the grass; and 
the golden buttercups, dainty enough 
rng the fairies. Who that was a child 

in New England but has gathered 
them when they were filled with dew 
and held them under the chin of a 
playmate, saying: 

“Butter, butter, do you love butter?”’ 
and if there shone a little spot of yel- 


low, li golden moon upon 
the chin, didn’t you laugh and 
say: “O, you love butter, for 


your skin is as yellow as the bytter- 
cuv just above the flower.”’ But, then, 
who could be blamed for having the 
eee butter of New England, where 
cows feed in beautifu green fields, 
eat the buttercups among 
Ican see the cows now 
as they used to stand chewing their 
cuds ide a pretty brook, with a 
frove of maple and of beach dropping 
ts pleasant shade along the stream. 
The blossoming pink clover smelled 
sweet and made the pasture lovely in 
the June mornings. Over the fence 
was the wide meadow, where the grass 
wpe tall and rippled like the waves of 
sea when the wind stirred it lightly. 
oe the starry buttercups that 
n its bosom; and loved, 

, the d strawberries that later 
grew red and sweet in the heart of the 
meadow, O, the little tin buckets that 
we used to take with us there, and fill 
with the luscious fruit! The berries 
were sweeter than any that grow inthe 


_ gardens of Los Angeles, for they took 


months to ripen, and I think that they 
must have found all the sweetness the 
earth had stored away in her breast. 
Beyond the meadow a’ river ran—the 
shining Ashuelot. In the summer 
days, when the stream was low, I have 
crossed it by stepping from rock to 
rock that lay in its . On the other 
side was a forest of pine and of helm- 
lock, of beach and of maple, and all 
the ground was covered with tiny hill- 
ocks. I had read how. in the early 
days of New England, _ Indians 
used to live in the w and so I 
fled. at thd sober conclusion that 
e httle mound-like elevations must 
be Indian graves. So one day I took 
one of my little playmates aside, a 
cong labout my own age, and told 
at I was sure that hundreds of 
Tediane were buried there, andif she 
would 5 me some day we 
would n the graves, and 
ould find some toma- 
awks and. heads and Indian baskets, 
and some dead Indians. I thought 
that I should like to see one so as to 
know how a real dead Indian looked. 
So one afternoon two little girls, no 
other than my little friend and myself 
quight have been seen with two small 
shovels in their hands, making their 
way through the outer lineof the woods 
along the river’s bank. When we had 
walked for some distance, we fell back 
alittle so that we should not be ob- 
served, and ‘went to work with our 
shovels upon one of the mounds. How 
patiently we dug till our backs 
ached and our hands blistered, and 
until we had quite a deep 
trench before us, where the roots 
of the trees ran and gome small rocks 
were imbedded. By and by my little 
friend, unused to om, and wit we 
enthusiasm than self, began t 
stow weary and to loo her faith in 
Indian theories. 
mh don’t believe there’s any Indians 
here, Lizzie. There’s nothing but 
roots and rocks and bugs, and, O—h! 
there’s a snake, a big seg adder, and 


I won't dig any longer. just goin 
right straight home.”’ , 
“O don’t go, Pamelia,” I 


Se ge snake has gone and he cannot 
ou now, and if you are tired you 
covered with so oss, and 
here’s a stick of « candy I brought, and 
ou can eat that while I dig, and if 
find any ‘raylicks’—that is what 
I called them, having heard some 
men talking of Indian relics the day 
before—you shall have half of them 
yourself.” 
Thus urged, Pamelia sat down on the 


- moss-covered rock, and began to de- 


vour her candy. ‘She was very con- 
tented while it lasted, and ate it 
slowly. so that she could’ eley it fully 
and dug away as if my life depend 
upon my success. My hands were one 
mass of blisters, and the perspiration 
poured off my face, but still 1 was de- 
termined to dig until I found what I 
was in search o 

But when the candy was gone Pame- 
lia declared that she would not stay 
any longer, and as the sun was going 
down and nearing the west, I was 
afraid to stay in the great solemn 
woods by myself, so I reluctantly fol- 
lowed her, with a feeling of bitter dis- 
appointment at my heart. But my visit 
to the woods was not wholly without its 
reward, for when I told’my father of my 
day’s work he took me upon his knee 
and related to me some wonderfully in- 
teresting stories of the Indians, but ke 
told me also that if I had dug for 
weeks I should never have found there 
any evidence of an Indian grave. 


Iam pleased that my little corre- 
spondents have not entirely forgotten 
me.

the welcome rains have come, and the still 
more welcome tourist, returning from the 
snow-bound East, finds to his amazement 
that Spring street has been paved, he will 
be doubly thankful to find commodious 
cable cars swiftly gliding where once the 
crowded horse car painfully threaded the 
municipal bogs. The cable company ex- 
pect, if all goes weil, to have their new 
system running west of the river by the Ist 
of January, and to have the viaducts com- 
pleted, and the cars running across the 
river, very soon thereafter. 

Citizens who have seen the gangs of men 
digging up the streets and laying down the 
tracks here and there heve but slight con- 
ception of the energy displayed in pushing 
on the work to a speedy and successtul 
finish;°and to many a sketch of what the 
road is like, and how it will be run, may 
prove interesting. 

COMPLETED WORK. 

About five and one-half miles of double 
track, or 11 miles of cable road, will be in. 
operation next winter. ‘T'his double-track 
road will extend from the,engine-house, 
corner of Seventh street and Grand avenue, 
through Seventh, Fort, First, Spring, Main, 
Upper Main and San Fernando streets, 
across the river to the corner of Downey 
avenue and Workman street. A branch 
will godown First street and across the 
river tothe corner of Aliso avenue and 
Chicago street, where the horse-car stables 
now are. Of this track, the branch on Boyle 
Heights is near.'y completed to tne river, 
as is the double track on Upper Main, 
Main, Spring anc! Seventh streets, and one 
track on Fort street. The balance is go- 


ing right along, at:d will be done on time. 


n addition, the company has the fran- 
chise, and are providing the go | 
steam power to run their lines out Sevent 
to Alvarado street and down Grand avenue 
to Jefferson street. They will not, however, 
build these lines at present, but will await 
future developments and see how their pres- 
ent investment pans ut. 

DETAILS. 

The tracks will run :wiong the middle of 
the streets, and be 11 feet between centers. 
They will be narrow gauge,3 feet 6)¢ 
inches between rails. ‘Chis gauge carries 
just as broad cars, and has certain advant- 
ages over the wider on, one being that 
people cannot. fall under the wheels as 
easily. The rails will be 40 pounds to the 
rard, steel combination rails, having a 

road, flat bearing, upon which wagon 
wheels can run with safety, and not be 
wrenched, as by the viliainous T rails. 

The tracks will cross the river at First 
street on a handsome iron viaduct of three 
spans of 105 feet each. Joining the viaduct 
on the west side will be ap iron trestle over 
the Santa Fé railroad tracits. The trestle 
will be 20 feet in the clear above these 
tracks, and the viaduct will be at the same 
elevation. The cabie company pays $40,- 
000 of the cost of the viaduct, the Santa Fé 
Company, $25,000, and the city the balance. 
A Similar viaduct and trestie will cross the 
river and the railroad track at Downey ave- 
nue. 

Erroneous reports have been spread that 
the company have abandoned the proposed 
viaducts over the Southern Pacific tracks 
on San Fernando street. This is not the 
case. Th> company, on the contrary, ex- 
pect to build them, unless untoreseen ob- 
stacies are i.terposed. The cable company 
wants them, the railroad company wants 
them, an |. unless the property-holders offer 
some objection, they will probably be 
built. The pisa3 are drawn, and con- 
template two separate viaducts, one at Ala- 
meda str):+ and one over Yuma branch. 
Thus ali the railroad-crossiags will be 
made in safety. 

THE ROADBED. 

Most of Tne Trwes readers have seen 
the tracks being laid. A trench is dug 
some four and one-half feet wide and three 
feet deep. Across this are set the heavy 
iron yokes, three and one-half feet apart. 
The dottom and sides of the trench are 
filled with concrete, tightly ed, and the 
top is then arched over with the same ma- 
terial. The roadbed thus becomes like 
solid rock, and the rails being bolted to the 
cross yokes, the cars run smoothly along, 
with no yielding or jar. The concrete arch 
leaves a little tunnel the whole length of 
the roadbed, about one foot across by two 
and a half feet deep. In this tunnel, every 
35 feet, are placed the pulleys of 16 inches 
diameter, on which the cable runs, and 
when it bends upward, toclimb a hilt or to 
go over a viaduct, it runs under depression- 

ulleys, made to get out of the way when 
the grip comes along by an ingenious de- 
vice of H. F. Eckert, mechanical engineer 
of the cable company in this o° The 
track is waitorealy paved between the rails 

ime rock. 

When the tracks are all laid the men will 
get into position at one end of the read the 

1g coils of cable, 14 incnes in thickness, 
and made in Scotland of special cast steel. 
Then hitching three or four dummy en- 

nes to the cable with auxiliary teams of 

orses it will be dragged through the tun- 
nel and over the pulley till it has made the 
circuit back, when it will go around the bi 
drum of the engine and be spliced an 
ready for work. 

The cable when running is covered with 
tar to lessen the wear from friction. The 
blue-coatea gripman in the car overhead 
first hooks the cabie up clear of the pulleys 
into the clutch of the gr , and then tight- 
ening the grip just as the hand tightens on 
a rope, away goes the car. To slow up he 
loosens the grip a little and the cable par- 
tially slips through its oily grasp and the 
car runs at less speed, while to stop he lets 
go altogether. 

THE ENGINES 
to run the cables will be located in three 
places. One will be at the corner of Dow- 
ney avenue and Workman street, and will 
rua the cable as far as Spring and First 
streets, Another at Chicago and Aliso ave- 
nues will run the First street and Boyle 
Heights line. These engine-houses will 
cost about $30,000 each, exclusive of ma- 
chinery. The ees engine-house will be 
located on the southwest corner of Seventh 
street and Grand avenue. Here for the last 
hole that has been dug for the foundations. 
This excavation is 110 feet on Grand ave- 
nue by 165 feet on Seventh street, and aver- 
ages 16 feet indepth. The foundation pits 
for the boilers and engines go some eight 
feet lower than this, and are filled with 
solid concrete, The foundations of the 
main and partition walls, the supporting 
pillars for the floor above and the great coal 
cellars under the sidewalks are all made of 
this concrete, which is more solid and 
strong than stone walls could be. Near the 
northwest corner of the excavation is the 
foundation, 20 feet square. of the great 
smokestack, which will raise its graceful 
shaft 160 feet into theair. Near by the 
boilers will be located, and under the side- 
walk on Seventh street are the cellars to 
hold the coal. _In the east part ef the base- 
ment will be the engine-room, where two 
compound engines of the Porter-Allen 
eye, of 750 horse-power each, will whirl 
the cables around the great drums. These 
tngines will at first supply the motive 
power for the road only as far as First 
street, the balance being furnished by the 
engines across the river. But eventually, 
when other tracks are laid up Seventh, down 
Grand, and perhaps in still another direc- 
tion, there will be four cables running into 
the big engine-house, and four lines will 
center there. So provision is being made 
at the start for sufficient motive power and 
machinery to meet the ultimate needs of the 


TAKING UP THE SLACK. 
«As may be well imagined these great 
cables, running over pulleys. and wheels, 
and dragging heavy loads up and down hil! 
for miles, will stretch and would seon be- 
come too loose to be pulled by the friction 
of the drums. To remedy this an a pa- 
ratus of simple design will be located in 
the southwest corner of the basement. 
Eight low walls of concrete, each about 90 
feet long, are the foundations for four lines 
of tramway, one running back from each 
drum, on which the les will run, On 
each tram way will be a heavy carriage car-

THE ENGINE-HOUSE. 
The superstructure of the engine-hoase 


will be of the modern school inclining to 


the romanesque type. Since the modern 
renaissance of art architects have been less 
the rigid require- 
ments of the various schools and have taken 
more individual liberty in design and 
ornamentation. Messrs. Curlett, Hisen & 
Cuthbertson, the architects, are in the fore- 
most rank of their profession, and the 
new engine-house promises to be an 
ornament to the city. It will be built of 
red brick with sand-stone trimmings, aud 
the large arched doorways on the main floor 
will inclose panelled doors and ornamental 
windows, at the northeast corner a square, 
a clock tower will rise, capped with 4 
handsome roof of galvanized iron. 

The engine and boiler rooms will extend 
upward to the second story, being railed off 
on the main fluor. By this means light and 
air in plenty are secured to the basement 
below. The car tracks will run inw the 
house on Grand avenue, and the cars will 
be housed on the main floor. Inthe north- 
east corner will be the conductor’s office 
and the public waiting-rooms. 

The second story wiil at first be built 
along the Grand avenue front alone, ex- 
tending back 43 feet on Seventh street. It 
will contain handsome offices for the cable 
company. Provision has been made by the 
architects for an extension at some sub- 
sequent time of this second story over the 
whole area of the engine-house. In that 
ease the addition will contain a public hail 
and a tier of offices for professional men. 
The hall will be 120x69 feet, and 28 feet 
high, with a gallery all around, and a goud- 
sized Stage 26x40. This hal! will be a great 
acquisition to the west end of the town. The 
total cost of this handsome building, as it is 
to be finished at present without the pro- 
posed hall, will be about $75,000, 

THE SERVICE. 

The cables will pull the cars along at the 
rate ot about eight miles per hour, or 
slower in the more crowded streets. If a 


lady sees one go by while her new bonnet 
is being wrapped up, she need not run after 
it shaking her parasol, for another will be 
along very soon. It is pro d to run them 
from five to two and one-half minute. apa 
according to the exigencies of business an 
the needs of the public. 

The cars will be of the same kind as those 
used on the Market-street roads in San 
Francisco. Some will be all open, and 


The present horse-car companies will all 
be continued excepting only in the streets 
traversed by the cable system, and General 
Manager Forman anticipates an increase of 
business for them rathér than a decrease. 
‘Those connecting with the cable roads will 
be run as branches or feeders to that sys- 
tem and transfer tickets will be issued from 
one tothe other. The entire cost of the 
system will be between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000, 

THE OFFICERS 

of the company are J. F. Crank, president; 
Charlies Forman, vice-president and general 
marager, and S.:P. Jewett, secretary and 
chief engineer. W. F. Eckart of San Fran- 
cisco is the consulting engineer. Messrs. 
Crank and Jewett are at present in the 
East inspecting the latest improvements in 
cable roads, General Manager Forman su- 
perintends the whole scheme and looks after 
me detail of constructi 1 and operation.
